New Orleans— More than a score of 
children were injured, a number se- 
riously, when one of the holdings of 
St. Alphonsus Orphan Asylum col- 
lapsed during a windstorm. Ten of 
the children are In the Charity Hospi- 
tal, several of them at the point of 
death and others maimed for life. 
The storm wrought much other dam- 
age In and near New Orleans. Among 
the losses was that of the iron hull 
towboat I. R. l*atton, which was 
swamped by big waves In the river 
and sank In her dock. Several of the 
big sheds were partially unroofed. 
Fences were blown down, branches 
broken off the trees and other damage 
caused by the wind, which obtained a 
maximum of Ii2 miles an hour. The 
stucture that fell was not completed 
and was a big frame building. Many 
children were playing on the ground 
floor and others were engaged at v ork 
on the second story. Without warning 
the structure swayed and splintered to 
the earth. Scores were trapped. Re- 
peated police and fire alarms brought 
many official workers to aid the volun- 
teer rescue corps, but it was more 
than an hour before all the sufferers 
had been taken from the structure. 
The hospital Is In a thickly settled 
residence section and there was no 
lack of willing hands to aid the cbil- 
dren In every way possible.

Frankfort.— It is reported that the 
Iloge-Montgomery Co. has made an 
offer to the State Board of Prison Com- 
missioners to take 200 prisoners In the 
Frankfort Reformatory for two years 
from June 1 at what are said to be 
practically the same terms as the Re- 
liance Manufacturing Co. will take the 
other 300. Commissioner Henry Law- 
rence is here and he has been In com- 
munication with Chairman Daniel E. 
O’Sullivan and Commissioner M. F. 
Conloy. The Rellanco Manufacturing 
Co. has contracted for 300 men to 
make shirts at 60 cents the day and a 
bonus on production, which Commis- 
sioner Conley said recently ho believes 
will net the state 75 or 80 cents the 
day for each man. The contract is 
for one year with an option for one 
year longer. The Hoge-Montgomery 
Co., now operating a shoe factory in 
the prison with 400 hands! agrees, It' 
is reported, to take 200 men at 60 
cents the day as a minimum from June 
1 for one year with an option of re- 
newal, and pay each month whatever 
the Reliance Co. pays for that month 
under the bonus clause. The Hoge- 
Montgomery Co. proposes, according 
to report, to hire the men in forty- 
eight hours, paying 60 cents the day 
for green hands until June 1 and 75 
cents for experienced shoe hands.

Berlin, Feb. 1. — Three British aero- 
planes which took part In the recent 
raid over Ostend and Zeebrugge were 
destroyed by Germans, it was unoffi- 
cially reported here.

Mr. Lawson criticized young Rocke- 
feller for his lack of knowledge of 
conditions among employees of the 
Colorado Fuel company, and said he 
was “equally as Ignorant and Indiffer- 
ent as his trusted executives.”

Three Hundred Inmate* of Maiaachu-

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 1.— Three hun- 
dred men, Inmates at the state Infirm- 
ary at Tewkebury, six miles from here, 
were driven out Into the zero air by 
fire In a combination clothes storage 
and dormitory. 

Five hundred other men and women 
Inmates of adjoining dormitories, pan- 
ic-stricken by the flames, overpowered 
the attendants and fled Into the big 
quadrangle around which the guards 
are stationed. 

There are 2,900 Inmates at the state 
Infirmary and those who remained In 
their quarters were greatly frightened. 
It was only by heroic efforts that the 
attendants succeeded In restraining 
more than 500 from fleeing from dormi- 
tories untouched by the fire.

or vines. In view of this fact it 
is thought seasonable to offer a 
few suggestions on pruning. 

WHY WE PRUNE. 

1. To modify the vigor of the 
plant. 

2. To produce fruit that will be 
larger and better. 

3. To keep the tree in proper I 
and convenient shape. 

4. To change -the habit of the 
tree. 

5. To remove superfluous or in- 
jured parts. 

6. To facilitate spraying and 
harvesting. 

7. To train the tree in some de- 
sired form. 

PRUNING FRUIT TREES. 

Pruning is a necessity where 
good fruit 'is desired. An un- 
pruned tree can never be expect- 
ed to produce fruit of high qual- 
ity. With the best tilled trees if 
we cease pruning for a few years 
the fruit has a tendency to grow 
smaller, and loses its color and 
flavor because the air and sun- 
light ean not pass thru the thick 
branches. 

Many old orchards have been 
neglected for some time and as 
a result are choked with water 
sprouts and dead limbs. 

Trees in this condition should 
not be pruned all in one year.— 
The first year remove the suckers, 
and all of the dead wood and the 
most objectionable crossing 
branches. The second season 
more of the unnecessary crossing 
branches may be cut out. After 
this a light pruning each year 
will do. * 

Prune regularly, not spasnuodi- 
| cally. 

Head in young trees, thin out 
old trees. 

Prune during the dormant seas- 
on. 

Prune close; do not leave stubs. 

Paint all large wounds. 

Keep the tree free from suckers. 

Do not allow stock to prune 
your trees. 

Water sprouts are the result of 
too heavy pruning. 

An axe or . hatchet is not a 
pruning tool. I

A Municipal Light Plant, j 

Just now West Liberty needs | 
to begin to get on the map of live 
towns, and one of the first 
things that the town should do is 
-tq establish an electric light plant, 
owned awl .operated by the town. 

Now don’t shy off and begin 
saying that we can’t do it, or that 
it would be too expensive, until 
you have figured upon the propo- 
sition. I took the matter up with' 
an electrician a few days ago and 
we roughly estimated the size of 
the plant needed and the probable 
cost_of maintaining it. Re- 
member that a gas engine is far 
less costly to run than a steam 
engine and is equally as effective. 
Study the benefits before figur- 
ing the costs. \ 

j> 

After the initial cost of estab- 
lishing the plant, the operating 
expenses would not be consider- 
able, as clusters of incandescents 
could be used instead of arc lights 
for the streets, which would re- 
quire very little attention. The 
town is now paying one hundred 
dollars per year for gas for the 
street lights, to which may be 
added about fifty dollars per 
year for globes, and a nearly an 
equal sum for mantles, making 
it approximately two hundred 
dollars per year for stffeet light- 
ing. This would go a good ways 
toward the operating expenses 
of the municipally owned plant 
and we could have our streets ad- 
equately lighted, a thing that we 
now do not have. I believe that 
the town could sell enough . cur- 
rent to the citizens to pay— count- 
ing the saving that would result 
from the street lights— to pay the 
running expenses.

While cherishing ideals of 
service, the rural church which at- 
tains the fullest measure of success 
is that which enriches eb many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
the church come In as close contact 
with Its members as through the 
avenue of social functions. 

The country town and the rural 
community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 
ambition to fill this need in the com- 
munity, If an understanding of Its 
mission brings thin purpose Into clear 
consciousness. The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com- 
plex; It contains many social groups, 
each of which has Its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such 
a church cannot command the Inter- 
est of all the people, It Is relieved 
from the embarrassment of religiously 
divided communities.

Good Roads Boom Land. 

Interesting statistics are quot- 
ed in Bulletin No. 1^6, just issu- 
ed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, showing 
the effect of road building upon 
land values in various sections 
of the country. - This is a sub- 
ject in which every jnotorist is 
[ in te r e s ted, er-should^e-interest- 
bd, and the following items culled 
from the bulletin are self explan- 
atory: 

Manatee county, Florida, built 
G4 miles of macadam and shell 
road. From 1911 to 1912 land on 
the road increased in values $20 
an acre, and land a mile away 
from the road showed an increase 
! of $10 an acre. 

Spottsylvania county, Virginia, 
improved 41 miles of road, and 
land which formerly sold on an 
' average of $24.74 changed hands 
within three years at an average 
of $44.74 an acre. 
s In Dinwiddie county, Virginia, 
where 125 miles of ‘road were 
1 built, land between 5 and 10 
miles from Petersburg advanced 
on an average from $15.25 to $30 
an acre in about 15 instances, 
while land 10 miles from town 
increased on an average, in 1G 
j cases, $16.32 an acre, 
j . In Franklin county, New York, 
j where 124 miles of road were 
1 built, eight pieces of land selected 
I at random showed an increased 
1 of 27.8 per cent, after the im-
